Africa‘are up against the problem of man: 
one of the longest front lines known ‘in miili- 
tary history, ‘says Richard Dimblebey, BBC 
Observer, in a despatch from Khartoum. 


London's ‘Fire Brigade answer- 
‘ed a record number of calls last 
year. There was a-big increase iin 
false alarms. 

The ‘total of 12,002 calls res- 
iponded ‘to avas ithe largest in any 
-year :in ‘the history of the bri- 
"gade. ‘ 

This ‘figure included 771 calls 
for special services (such as ‘the 
rescue .of persons in :perilous posi- 
tions), and 4.0922 false ialarms, of 
which 2,127 were malicious, as 
compured with 1,980 in 1938. 

“The number of malicious 
calls,” it 4s stated, “has con- 
tinually Increased during the 
last fow years particularly by 
telephone, 

“Every fire call is attended by 
. appliances from at least two sta- 
tions, and the fire protection 
available for the areas served 
from these stations is therefore re- 
duced unnecessarily whenever a 
-false call is given.” 

The brigade attended 6,309 fires 
, (28 classed as serious), compared 
with 7,060 (36 serious) in 1933, 
The total monetary loss at tires 
attended by the brigade is esti- 
mated at £985,445, compared with 
£566,179 in 1938. 

TRAPPED BY FLAMES 

Sixty-six lives were lost dur- 
ing the year ‘through’ various 
‘causes connected with fire, com- 
‘pared with 94 lives lost during 
1938, This marked+decrease is ai- 
tributed to the evacuation of 

. elderly peaple and cyoung -chil- 
dren, the two classes which nor- 
smally figure prominently in the 
annual return. 

Fifteen of ,the losses of life in 
' 1939 were due to people being 
trupped in burning buildings. 
Fifty-one deaths (mostly involv. 
int persons over 60 years of age) 
were, the result of personal ac- 
cidents. '

ATTACK _ 


Roughly speaking, 
bombing takes one of three forms 
~-high level or precision bombing: 
lovt-level bombing; or dive-bomb- 
ing. The type of attack depends 
on, such things as ground opposi- 
tion, nature of target, degree of 
penctration required, the weather, 
and the type of bomb used.

It has the 
advantage ‘of surprise; and it may 
be employed under weather con- 
ditions unsnited for high level 
bombing. The fast, medium size 
bomber of advanced design, which. 
is not suited for dive bombing is’ 
the type which can best be used 
for this work. — - 

Dive bombing also aims at at- 
taining greater accuracy than 
bombing from high altitudes and 
at presenting'a more difficult tar- 


.|get to the ground defences, It may. 


be of the ‘high’ or ‘low’ dive 
variety. In a high dive the bomb 
will generally be released between 
2,000 to 1,500 ft. above the target. 
A low dive attack may start at 
about 2,000 ft. and. continue to as 
Jow as 200 ft. before the release 
and pull-out. 

Dive bombing was largely used 
by the Germans in their initial 
surprise altack on Poland, follow- 
ing tactics worked out in their 
rehearsal in Spain. Roads, rail- 
ways, moving trains, columns of 
troops, headquarters, aerodromes, 
telephone exchanges, and. similar 
nerve centres miles beyond the 
fighting area were attacked, re- 
sulting in paralysis of communi- 
cations. 


Concéivably 
this may be as much as six miles 
high, where anti-aircraft guns and 
barrage balloons cease to be a 
menace; but in practice accyracy 
would demand a lesser ~height.

R AF. PRISONERS GET 
THEIR PARCELS 


Airmen were among the first 
Pe eee to be taken by the 
enemy in this war, some of them 
being men who did ‘not. return 


from the early raids on -naval 
bases, 


It is bad luck to be taken pri- 
soner at any time, but especially 
in the first few weeks of a war. 
One renson is that the chance of 


getting pesos from home _is, 
slight. 


At first it was extremely aift- 
cult to make any sort of contact 
prisoners in Germany. 
Parcels came back after long and 
unsuccessful wanderings. 


Now, — direct communication 
thr ough Belgium with prisoners of 
war, in Germany has heen estab- 
lished by the. Red Cross, and up 
to the present more than 86 per 
cent of the parcels of food and 
clothing dispatched by the Pri- 
soners of War Department of the 
British Red Cross and Order of 
St. John have been acknowledged 
as safely received. Actually a 
higher Peresntsee, is known to 
have arrived. 


This news is sometimes received 
e fortnight after the dispatch of 
the parcel, though usually it 
takes a little longer. 

The following extracts 
R.A.F. prisoners’ letters 
typical: 


A Pilot Officer writes:-—~ 


“We have all received bumper 
parcels from the Red Cross which 
have cheered us up no end." 

A Wing Commander says:— 

“J. can assure you that .the 
parcels received are very highly 
appreciated and contain, what is 
required. If your staff could see 
the excitement and pleasure the 
arrival of a parcel gives, not only 
to the recipient but to all his com- 
panions,, I feel sure that

At present each R.A.F, prisoner 
of war is receiving from the Red 
Cross two 10lb. parcels of food 
(costing about 10/- each) eoch 
week. 


The contents of the eats are 
varied, but a dietician checks the 
assortment, which cannot be alter- 
ed to include “favourite” foods. 


But the “personal parcel,” which 
the next-of-kin of each prisoner 
is allowed to send once in every 
three months, can cater for-more 
individual tastes, although the 
only food it may ‘contain is bar 
chocolate.. These parcels are sent 
through - the -Red...Cross,.-.who .re~ 
pack them under the eye of the 
Censor. . 

Personal parcels may contain 
clothes, tobacco and cigarettes in 
packets, brushes, soap, sponges 
and pencils. It seems that knitting 
needles and wool are greatly ap- 
preciated, as well as materials for 
embroidery work and smal) musi- 
cal instruments. Goods in tins or 


‘tubes: cannot be. sent. 


Knitted goods and handkerchiefs 
are recommended for inclusion in 
personal parcels. The Red Cross 
sends a parcel of underclothes, 
shoes and pullover to every pri- 
soner as Soon as his name is re- 
ceived.
